We arc educating men for the 
workshops who will be able to till 
places of responsibility and trust 
and to make their way to fame 
and fortune as captains of industry, 
if not as inventors of new labor 
saving devices, or as the reformers 
of old systems which need to he 
bettered. 
We need the lawyers 
and doctors and clergymen and 
educators, of course, but we need 
also and quito as much the edu­ 
cated and scientific agriculturist 
and botanist and horticulturist and 
I the skilled artisan, and we are 
learning the value of practical 
education along technical and in­ 
dustrial lines. 
This is good for us 
and it m sy point to a lime when the 
so-called learned professions will

Tree of the number will go to 
New England and three to an elec­ 
trical concern in Cleveland, Ohio, 
while others have good prospects 
at home, where they will be needed 
in the industrial development now 
in progress in every p a r t of the 
South. 
In a former time Texas, and the 
whole South, for that matter, de­ 
pended on the North and East for 
its skilled workmen in the fields of 
industrial activity. 
There were 
few technical schools in the South 
and education was not given the 
practical character that now ob 
tains, even in our public schools. 
Young men 
were given an aca 
demic course that fitted them for 
entering upon one of the learned 
professions, but 
with little pre 
paration or equipment for success­ 
fully grappling with the problem 
of bread 
winning at the start 
Few of the college graduates of 
those days were able to use their 
college diploma as a passport to 
profitable employment, though it
